AMERICA DEMANDS 


HER DUE IN CHINA 


Atk> for Nothing But Justice and 


Fair Treatment, Ambassador 


Schnnnan Says 


{By the Associated Press) 


Pelting, Oct 9 —Whatever is Amer- 
ica's due in China, whether great or 
small, that she must have, declared 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schtirman, new 
American minister to Peking, in an 
address at a dinner given In bis honor 
by a large gathering: of Americans 
In the Chinese capltol. 


"Aggressive friendliness" was the 


Peking Leader's epitome of r>r- Schur- 
man's utterances here and in Shanghai 
on his arrival there. 


"As regards American 
rights in 


China, we ask for nothing besides 
Justice, equal treatment and the other 
right guaranteed 
by treaty," 
Ur. 


Schurman said. "W« rave never solic- 
ited and we shall not solicit any espe- 
cial fai-ore or privileges. • • • 
"The just and considerate policy ot 


America toward China must not, How- 
ever, be construed aa Indicative of 
any Indifference- to our rights- 
It 


would be intolerable If others were 
favored at the expense of the Ameri- 
can government or-American citizens. 
That would b» a violation of tie ;open 
door' and our well-established treaty 
rights. In matters of trade, commerce 
and finance, while we -we]com* friend- 
ly competition, 
we Insist that no 


especial advantage be granted to our 
detriment. We demand common and 
equal trade conditions and common 
and equal accessibility to markets- 
"When discrimination is open, it Is 


easy to apply the remedy; but it has 
been practiced In subtle and under- 
handed ways which it is difficult to 
bring to life and still more difficult 
to prevent. This is the form of dis- 
crimination against American business 
which has been resented taiA has giv- 
en rise to much 111 feeling, not o 
among American business m«n 
in 


China, but also in wider commercial 
circles In the United States." 


On the- subject of the Washington 


conference. Dr. Schurman said; 
"I bellex-e the Washington confer- 


ence, by grappling with the Pacific 
and Far Eastern questions before they 
become dangerous, vrill give the re- 
public of China an opportunity of sav- 
ing herself from the grave difficulties 
to which the Chinese empire was ex- 
posed in 1S99. 


"The reason for the call of the con- 


ference may be read in the policy pro- 
claimed by the United States in 1899 
and pursued consistently from that 
time to this China is the. concern of 
all powers. * * * Their first duty is 
to maintain 
the 
independence and 


territorial integrity of China and if 
China needs help to pull through the 
present difficulties, the powers in com- 
mon must come to her assistance."

Monument In Their Honor Dedicated 
Yesterday at Continental Village.

office either to fix. a date 
lor the ceremony or, until late yes- 
terday, to give any explanation for 
not replying to repeated Inquiries from 
American embassy officials, is the 
chief reason for General Pershins» 
decision. 


General Pershm^ came to Europe 


for the. purpose of laying- congres- 
sional medals on the tomb* of the 
French and British unknown soldiers 
The "Washington government so In- 
formed the British Kovernp ^nt early 
In August, and again -when no sailed. 
So far & can be learned, no answer 
•was received to either communication 
which asked that a date be fixed for 
the ceremony and that the general 
be informed. 


No Response From British. 


Since his arrival In Paris, further 


Inquiries have been 
made at the 


British foreign office 
through 
the 


medium o£ the American embassies 
In Ixmdon and Paris. One of these In- 
quiries developed the explanation that 
such ceremonies usually took a ions 
time to arrange.

No Comment in Washington.
